The ficſt is to know what thing Chirurgery is. Merein J 
do note the laping of Lamfranke, whereas he (apth; All things 
that man would know, may ba knowneby one of theſe thas 
things: That is to ſay,by his name,oz by his wozking, oz elſe 
by his very being and ihewing of his owne p2opertics. So then 
it followetb, that in the ſame manner we may know what Cht- 
rurgery is by thꝛæ things. Firſt by his name, as thus: The 
AInterpꝛeters waite, that Chirorgery is deriued aut of theſo 
woꝛdes, Apo tes chiros, cai tou ergou, that is to be vnder⸗ 
Kod: a hand- wozkiug, and ſoit may be taken koꝛ all handy 

| A | attes, 
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Artes. But Noble I pocras faith, that Chirurgerie is hand · wd2- 
king in mans body, oz rhe very end and p2ofit of Chirurgerie, 
is hand-wozking. 

ow the ſecond maner ot knowing what thing Chirurgette 

wy is the ſaying of Auicen, to be knowne by his Leing,fo2 it is 
verily a medicinal Science. And as alen ſaith, he that wil know 
the certaintie of a thing, let him not buſte himſelle to know onely 
the name of that thing, but alſo the working and the effec of the 
ſame thing. 

Now the third way fo know what thing Chirurgerie is, it is 
alſo to beknowne by his being 02 declaring of his oivne pꝛoper⸗ 
ties, the which teacheth vs ts weꝛke in mans body with hands, 
as thus: In cutting oꝛ opening thoſe parts that be whole, and in 
healing thoſe parts that be bzoken 02 cut, and in taking away 
= — is ſuperfluous, as Martes, Weanes,Skurfulas,and 

er like. 


But farther to declare what Galen ſaith Chirurgerte is, it is 


the laſt Anſtrument of medicine: that is ts ſay, Diet, Potion, 
and Chirurgerie: of the which ther, ſaith he, Diet is the nobleſt, 
and the moſt vertuous: and thus he ſaith, whereas a man may 
bocured with Diet onely, let there be giuen no manner ef medi⸗ 
cine. The ſecond Inſtrument is Potion : foz and i a man map 
be cured with Diet and Potion, let there not be miniſtted any 
Chirurgerie , thzough whole vertue and godaeſſe, is remoucd 
and put away many grieueus inſirmities and diſeaſes, which 
might not haue ben remoued noz pet put away, neither with 
Diet,noz with Potion. And by theſe thz& meanes it is knowne 
what thing Chirurgeris is. And this ſufficeth vs fo2 that point. 
Now it is knowne what thing Chirurgerie is, there muſt alſo 
bs cholen a man apt and mate to miniſter Chirurgerie,o2 to be a 
Chirurgion. And in this point all Autheꝛs do agræ, that a Chis 
rurgion ſhould be choſen by his complexion, and that his comes 
plexion be very femperate, and all his members well pzopoztio- 
ned. Foz Raſiis ſaith ; Mhoſe face is not ſemely, it is vnpoſſibls 
foz him to haue god manners. And eAriſtotle the great Philoſo⸗ 


pher. watteth in his Epiſtles to the noble ung Alexander,

for Eugliſn Men. 3 


in thoſe Epiſtles moze plainly doth appeare)how he ſhould chuſe 
all ſuch perſons as ſhould ſerue him, by the fo2me and ſhape of 
ths face, and all other members of the bodie. And farthermozs 
they ſay, he that is of an euill complexion, thers muff needes fol- 
low like conditions. 

Uherefoꝛe it agreth, that a Chirurgion maſt be both of a 
goed and temperats complerion, as ts afoze rehearſed ; and pꝛin⸗ 
cipally, that he bs a god luer, and a keeper of the holy Com 
mandements of God, of whom commeth all cunning and grace, 
and that his body be not quaking; and his hands ſtedfaſt, his 
fingers long and ſmall, and not trembling: and that his left hand 
be as readie as his right, with all his limmes, able to fulfill the 
god werkes of the ſoule. Row here is a man inæte to be made a 
Chirurgion: and though he haus all theſe god qualities be- 
foze rehearſed, pet is he no god Chirurgion, but a man very fit 
and meete therefoze. Now then to know what pzoperfies and 
conditions this man mult haue, befoze he be a perfif Chirur⸗ 
gion. 

And 4 doe note fours things moſt ſpecially, that euerp Chis 
rurgion ought foz fo haue: The firſt, that he be learned: The 
ſecond, that he be expert: The thicd, that he be ingenious 3; The 
fourth, that he be well mannered. The firſt (A ſaid) heought 
fo be learned, and that he know his pzinciples , not onoly in 
Cbirurgerie, but alſo in Phificke, that he may the better de- 
fend his Chirurgerie; alſo he ought tobe ſene in naturall Phi- 
loſophy, and in Grammar, that he (peake congruitie in Los 
gicke, that teacheth him to p;zwue his pzopoztions with god 
reaſon ; Jn Rhefozicke, that teacheth him to ſpeake (cemely 
and eloquently : allo in Theoꝛicke, that teacheth him to know 
things naturall, and not naturall, and things againſt nature. 
Alſo he muſt know the Anatomie: foz all Authours wzite as 
gainſt thoſe Chirurgeons that wozke in mans body,not know⸗ 
ing the Anatomie: Foz they belikened to a blinde man, that 
tutteth in a Hine tree, fo2 he taketh meze oz lee then he ought 


to do. And here note well the ſaying of FJalen, the Pzince of 
A 2 Philo- 


| "A Treaſure for 
Philoſophers, in his Eſtoris, That it is as poſſible foz a Sur» 


withouterroz , as it is fo2 a blinde man to tatue an Image and 
make it perfect. The ſecond, I ſatd, he maſt bet e rpert: Foz Ra- 
ſus ſapth: Me ought to know and toſa other men wozke, and 
alter to haue bſe and t xecciſe. The third, that he be engenious 
o2 wittie : fo2 all things belonging to Chyrurgery map not bes 
Waitten,no2 with letters ſet twzth. The fourth, 4 (atv, that he 
mult bs well manaered, and that he haue all theſe god condi⸗ 
fions here following. Fir ſt, that he be nd Spouſe-bceaker,no2 
no Þ;unkard. Foz the Phyloſovters ſay ,, amongfl all other 
things, beware of thoſe perſons that follow dzunkennege, foz 
they be accounted fo2 no men, becauſe they liue a lyfe beattiall; 
wherefoze amongſt all other ſozts of people, they ought to be 
ſequeſtred from the miniſtcing ol medygine. Likewyſe aChys 
rurgyon muſt take hade that he deceiue no man with his vaine 
pzomiſes , foz to make of a (mail matter a great, becanſe he 
would becounted the moze famous. And amongſt other thyngs, 
they map neyther be flattorers, noꝛ mockecs , noꝛ pꝛiuꝑ back- 
byters of other men. Likewyſe they nuſt not be pꝛoud, noa 
pꝛeſamptuous :noz defracters of other men . Likewyſe they 
otight not to be t coueteus, noz no nyggard, and namely 
amongtt theyr friends, 02 men of wozſhyp, but let them be ho- 
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they ſhall giue no conuſell except they be aſked , and then ſay 


aloꝛe they ſpeake ,chiefly in the pzeſence of wpſe men. Likewyſa 
they muſt be as pꝛiuy aud as ſecret as any Confeffour , of all 


Patient. They ſhall not take into their cure any manner of peg- 

ſon, except he will be obedient vnto their pꝛecepts: foz hecans 

not be called a Patient valege he be a ſufferec , Alſo that they 

do their diligence as w ell to the poꝛe as to the tich. They ſhall 

neuer diſcomfcaf their Matient, and Hu | command all that be

trueth as the caſe ffanveth - They muſt alſo be bold in wels 


things whereof they be certaine, and as dzeadfull in all perils. 
Ther may not chide with the fick , but be alwayes pleaſant 
and merry. They muſt not conet any woman by way of villa- 
nie, and ſpecially in the houſe of their Patient. ZTheo ſhall not 
foz couetouſneſſe of monep, take in hand thoſe cures that be vn⸗ 
curable, no2 neuer ſet any c2rtatne dap of the ſick mans health, 
fo2 it lyeth not in their power: following the diſtinct counſell of 
Galen, in the amphoriſme of Ipocces, faping: Oportet ſeipſum 
non ſolum. 

By this Galen meaneth, that to the care ok euery ſoꝛe, there 
bclongeth fonre things: of which, the ficſt and pꝛincipall belon⸗ 
geth to God: the ſecond to the Surgion: the third to the Medi⸗ 
cine:and the fourth to the Batient. Oi the which fonce, and if 
any one do faile, the Patient cannot bee healed; then they to 
whom belongeth but the fourth part,ſhal!nof pꝛomiſe the whole 
but be firft well adaiſed. They muſt alſo be gracious and god to 
the pooze, and of the rich take liberally foz both. Aad ſe they ne- 
ner p2atſe themſelues, fo2 that redoundeth moꝛe to their ſhame 
and diſcredit , then fo thcic tame and wozthip . Foz acunming 
and ſkilful! Chirurgisn, n&d neuer vauat of his doings, oz his 
Wwozkes will euer get credit enough. Likewile, that they deſpiſe 
no other Chirargion without a great cauſe : foꝛ it is mete that 
one Chirurgian ſhould loue an other, as Chꝛiſt loueth vs all. 

And in thus doing, they ſhall incr:aſe both in vertue and cun⸗ 
ning, to the hanoꝛ of God, 4 wozlbly fame. To whom he bzing.

The Anatomie of the fimple 
members, 


ND if it be aſked you how many ſimple members there 
abs, it is to ba aunſwered, eleuen, and two that bee but ſu- 
por fluities of members: and theſe be they, Bones, Caro 
tilages, Nerues, Paanicles, Ligaments, Codes, Arteirs, 
A 3 Uepnes, . 


ET A Tleaſure 


Uernes, Falneſle, Fleſh and Shkinne: and the ſuperfiuities bs 
the haires and the nailes. J ſhall begin at the Bone, becauſe it 
is the foundation and the hardeſt member ot all the bodie. The 
Bone is a conſimile mernber, ſtimple and ſpermaticke, and cold 
and date.of camplerion, inſenũble, and inũtxible: and hath di⸗ 
uers ſoames in mans bodie, foz tho diuerſitie or helpings. The 
cauſe why there be many Bones in mans bodie, is this: Some- 
time it is need lull that one member oꝛ one lime ſhould mans 
without another: another cauſe is, that ſome defend the pꝛinti⸗ 
pal members; as both the bone dt the bꝛeaſt, and of the head: 
And ſome to be the oundation ol diuers parts of the bodie, as the 
bones of the ridge and of the legges: and ſome to fulfill the hols 
low places, as in the bands and fete, ec. 

The Grifftets a member ſimple and ſpermatick, nerf in hard- 
neſſe to tte Bane, and is of complexion cold and dꝛie, and inſen⸗ 
ſtble. The Griſtle was ozdamed foz ſire cauſes oz p2ofits that 
finde in it: The firſt is, that the continuall moouing of the 
hard Bone might not be done in a tuncture , but that the 
Griſtle ſhould be a meane betwene the Ligament and him; 
Che ſecond. is, that in the time of concuſſion 02 oppzeſſionſ the 
ſoft members oʒ limmes ſhould not be hurt of the hard. The 
third is, that the extremitie of Bones and Joynts that be grifly, 
might the eaſter be folded and mooued together, without hurt. 
The fourth is, fo2 that it is neceſarie in ſome meane places to 

put a Griftle, as in the thzoat bowle foz the ſound. The fifth 

is, foz that it is needfull that ſome members be holden vp with 
a Griſtle, as the lids of the eyes. The ſixt is,that ſome limmss 
haue a ſuſtaining and a dzawing abzoad, as in the noſe and the 
£eares, tc. 

The Ligament isa member conſimple, ſimple, and perma- 
*ticke, next in hardneſſe to the Griſtle, and of complexion fold 
and dꝛie, and is flexible and inſenũble, and bindeth the bones 

together. The cauſe why he is flexible and inſenſible, is this: 
It it had beene ſenfible; he might not haue ſuffered the labour 
.andmouing of the Joyntsz and if it had not been flexible of his 
bowing, 
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bowing, one limme ſhould not haue moned without another · 
The ſecond p2ofit is, that he be iopned wich ſinewes,foz to make 
Co2des and Bꝛawnes. The third helpe is, that he be a reſting 
place to ſome ſinewes. The fourth profit is, that by him the 
members that be within the bone be luſtained, as the Mattixe 
and Ridneps, and diuers other, ac. 

The ſinewe is a conſtmiler member, ſimple and ſperma⸗ 
ticke a meane betwiene hard and ſoft, and in complerion cold and 
dzie, and he is both flexible and ſenſible, ſtrong and tough, ha⸗ 
ning his beginning rom the bzaine, ez from Mynuca, which is 
the Marrow of the backe. And irom the bꝛaine commeth ſeuen 
paire of Nernes ſentatiue, and from Mynuca commeth thirtie 
pairo of Nerues motiue, and one that is by himſelle, that ſpꝛin⸗ 
geth ol the laſt ſpondel. All theſe finewes haue both faling and 
moning, in ſome moze, and in ſome leſſe gc. 

A Coꝛde oz Tendon is aconſimple oz officiall member com 
pound and ſpermaticke, ffnowy, ſtrong and feugh, meanely be- 
tw ene hardnelle and ſoftneſſe, and meanly ſenſible and flexible, 
and in compierion cold and dzte. And the Cozde o2 Tendon is 
thus made: The finewes that come from the bꝛains and from 
Mynuca, and goe to moue the members, is intermingled with 
the Lygaments, and when the finewes & Lyzaments are inter⸗ 
mingled together, then ts made a Coꝛde. And loz thze cauſes 
J pereetue why the Coꝛdes were made. 

The firſt is, that the finewe alone is ſo ſenſible, that he may 
not ſuffer the great labour and tranel of mouing, without the fel- 
loboſhip and ſtrength of the Ligament that is inſenſible,and that 
leffeth his great feeling, and bzingeth him fo a perfit tempe- 
rance, and ſo the Cozdes moue the limmes to the will of the 
Toule. And this Tozde is aſſociated with a ſimple fleſh, and ſo 
thereof is made a Bꝛawne oz a Mulkle, en whom he might reſt

If the queſtion be asked, how many 
things be there contained on the Head, c how many things con⸗ 
tained within the head: As it is cehearſed by Guydo there be but 
fiue containing, and as manp tontained, as thus: The haire, the 
skin, che fleſh, the Pannicles, and the Bone; neither rehearſing 
Ve ine noz Artier. The which Anatom cannot be truly without 
them both, as thou ſhalt well perteiue both in this, but eſpecially 
in the next. And now in this Leffon J ſhalli ſpeake hut of Þaire, 
Skin, Fleſh, Gepnes, Pannicles, and Bones, what p2ofit they 
dw to man, euery ot them in his kinde. Ofthe haire ofthe Head, 
(whole creation is knowne in the Anatomie of the flinple mem⸗ 
bers) J doe note foure vtilities why it was oꝛdained. The firſt 
is, that it defendeth the bꝛaine from to much heate, and to much, 
cold, and many other outward nopances. | i 

The ſecond is, it maketh the fone oz ſhape of the Head ta 
feme moze ſtemelier 03 beautifuller. Foz if the Bead were not 
hatred, the Fate and the Head ſhould ſceme hut one thing, and 
therfoꝛe the haire fozmethand ſhapeth the Head from the Face. 
Che third is, that by colour of the haire, is witnefſed and 
knowne the c omplexion of the Bꝛaine. ut 

Lhefourth is, that the fumoſitics ofthe Bzaine might aſcend 
and paſſe lightlper aut by them, Foz if _— were a fad thing, 
as the skiune, oꝛ other ofthe ſame natures as the Haire is, the 
fumoſities of the Bzaine might not haue paſſed thzough it (a. 
tightly, as it doth by the Haire. : 

The Skinne ofthe head is moze Lazartus, thicker, and moꝛe 
Poztus, than any other Skinne of any other member of the bo⸗ 
die.

But here it is to be noted of a UMepne and an Arteir 
that cummethbetwiene the fleſh and this Pericranium, that 
nouriſheth the vtter part ol the head, and ſo entereth pꝛiuily tho⸗ 
raw the Commiſſaries of the Skull, bearing ta the Bzaine and 
ts his Punnictes nouriſbing: of whoſe ſuuſtance, is made both 
Dur ammter: and alſo Pericranium, as ſhall be declared in the 
parts conteyned in the head, Pers it is to be noted of this Pan⸗ 
nicle chat it bindeth oz.compaſſeth all the bones 
ofthe hrad,vnco whom is adiopnedths Duramater, and is alſo 
a part ot his ſib#auce, howbeit they be ſeparated, foz Dura⸗ 
mater is nerer the Bꝛaine, and is vnder the skull. 

This Pericranium was made pzincipallyfoz two cauſes:one 
is, that fozhis fttroag binding together;he ſhould make firme 
and ffabte the feeble Commiſſaries oz feames of the bones of the 
head. The other cauſe is, that it ſhould be ameane betwene the 
hard boneand the ſoft fleth. | 


Next is the. baut of che Pate of the head kirping in the

-Bazillaric, the which bone is as it were a wedge vnto all the o⸗ 
ther ſeuen bones ofthe head, and doth faſten them together.

And why this Pannicle Duramater is let from the Skull, 
JI note two tauſes. The firff is, that if the Duramater ſhoula 
haue touched the Skull, it ſhould lightly haue bege hurt wich 
the harduclle of the Bone. The ſecond cauſe is, that the matter 
that commech of wounds made in the Head piercing the Skull, 
ſhould by it the better be defeaded.and kept from Piamater, aud 
hure inz of the Bꝛaine. Aud next vato this Pannicle, there is 
aaocher Pannicle called Piamater, oz Pek-arotherbecanſeit 
is ſoft aud tender vnto the Bꝛaine. Df whoſe creation, it ista 
be noted as of Duramater : Foz the pꝛiginall of their ũrſt crea⸗ 
tion is of one kinde, both from the Heart and the L iuer, and is 
Mother of the verv ſubftance of the Bꝛaine. Uhy it is called 
Piamater, is faz becauſe it is ſoft and tender the Bꝛaine, that it

In this Paunicle Piamater is much to be noted of the great

And this Panuicle doth circumnolue oz lappe 
all the ſubſtan ce ofthe Bzaine: and in ſome place of Bain, 
the Ueines and the Artiers goe foꝛth of him, and enter into the 
deuiſtons of the Bꝛaine, and chere dzinketh of the bꝛaine ſub⸗ 
ſtance into chem, asking of the Heart, to them the ſpirit of life.

In the middle Sell oz 
Uentrikle,there is founded and oꝛdained the Cogitatiue oz e- 
ſtimatiue vertue:ioʒ he rehearſeth, ſheweth, declareth, and der⸗ 
meth thole things that be offered-vato him, by the other that 
were ſpoken of befo2e. Jnthe third Uentcikle and laſt, there is 
founded and oꝛdained the vertue Pemoꝛatiue: in this plate is 
regiſtred and kept thoſe things that are done and ſpoken with 
the ſeuces, and ktepeth them in his treaſurie vnto the putting 
foꝛth of the fiue oꝛ common Mlittes, o: D2ganes, o Jutru⸗ 
ments of animall wozkes, out of whoſe ertremities oz lower 
parts ſpꝛingeth Pynuca, oꝛ Marrow of the Spondels: of whom 
it ſhall be ſpoken of iu the Anatomie of the necke and backe. 
Further moꝛe it is to be nato, that from the fozemoſt Wentris 
kle of the Bꝛain, ſpꝛingethſeuen paire of ſentatiue ozfeling @i-' 
newes, the which be pꝛoduted to the Eyes, the Cares, the Noſe, 
the Tongue, and to the stomacke, and to diuers other parts f 
the bodyꝛas it ſhall be declared intheir Anatomies. Allo it is to 
he noted, that about che middle Uentrikle-isthe plate of Bermi 
fozmis, with curnelly lech that fitleth, and Netemirabile, a 
wondertull Caule vader che Paanicles, is ſet oꝛ bounded with 
Artiers oifely which come from the heart, in the which the vital 
ſpirit by his great labour, is turned and made animall. And pr 
ſhall vaderffand that theſe two be the beſt kept parts of all the 
bodie: fo2 a man ſhaltrather die, then any of theſe ſhould ſuffer 
. any manner of griefesfrom without fozth, and therefoze God 
hath ſet themfarre from the heart. : FF 
Here J note the ſaping of Haly Abba, of the comming of: 
ſmall Artiers from the heart, of whom (ſaith he) is made a 
maruellous Net oꝛ Caule, in the which Caule is incloſed the 
Bꝛaine, and in that plate is laid the ſpirit of feling, froin that 
plate hath the ſpirit of feeling his firſt treation, and from 
thence. palleth other members, ec. Furthermoze pe chall vn⸗ 
derſtand, that the Bꝛaine is a member cold and mop of tom 
plexion, thinne, and meanlp viſcous, and a pꝛintipall member, 
und an officiall member and ſpermaticke.

And: why it is ſoft, is, that it 
Gould giue place and fauour to the vertue of fftrring, And why 
it is meanty viſcous, is, that his ſine wes ſhould nat be letted in 
their wozking; th2ough his ouer⸗much hardneſſe. 
Mere Galen demaundeth a queſtion, which is this: Mhe⸗

- Ariſtotle iutreating ofthe bꝛaine, ſaith: The bꝛaine is a mem⸗ 
her continually moaning and ruling all other members ofthe ho- 
dp, gluing vnto them both feling-and mouing: foꝛ if the b2aine 
be let, all other members be let: and if the bzaine be well, chen 
all other members of the body be the better diſpoſed. 
Alſo the bꝛaine hath this pꝛopertie, that it maueth and fol⸗ 
loweth the maning of the Mone : foꝛ in the waxing af the 


Mone, the bꝛaine kolloweth vpwards, and in the wane af the 


Mone, the baaine deſcendech downewards, and banicheth in 
ſubſtance of vertue: foꝛ then the bzaine ſhꝛinketh together in it 
ſelfe, and is is not ſofully obe dient to the ſpirit of feeling. And 
this is pꝛoued in men that be lunaticke oꝛ mad, and alſo in men 


that be eputenticke oꝛ hauing the falling ſickneſſe, that be molt

Antiſſons about 
theſe part ought to be done actoꝛdiug ta the length of theibodp), 
57 therothe Puſcle goeth tom ane gare tothe other. Aud there 
if an im iũion ſhould he mim ſwiththe length of the uſcle, it 
might appenthe hꝛow to hang over the eye without remedie, 
az it is many times ne, the moꝛe pittie. The b20wes be callen 
Supxreil idm. in VL atine, and under is the cyc-lidds; which is cal- 
ted Ciſium, and is garniſhed. with haires. Two tauſes A finde 
knhytheehe:lids wereiozvaiued. The firſt is, that they ſhould, 
kom 4 defend the Eye from dull andiothcr ovtwary-novances-.- 
The ſecond is, when the eye is weary oꝛ heauy. then they ſhould 
be couered and take reſt vaderneth them. Why the haires 
_ . in them is, that them is addꝛelled the fozmes 
03 
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02 ſimilitudes of viſible things-vuto the apple of the Exe. The 
Care is a member ſæmelp and griftly, able to he folden with- 
out, and is the D2gane 02 iuſtrument ofhearing+ It is oficom- 

plerion cold and dzie, But why the Care was ſec bp out of the 
head, is this, that the ſoundes that be very fugitinesſhould lurke 
and abide vader his ſhadow, till it were taken of the Juſfru- 
ments of hearing. Another cauſe is, that it ſhould Kepe the 
hole that it wandeth ouer, from things kalling in that might hin⸗ 
der the hearing. The Sine wes that are the Oꝛganes 02 In⸗ 
ſtruments of hearing, ſpꝛing each from the Bꝛaine, from 


whente the leuen paire of Sinewes do ſpzing, and when they 


came to the hole of the Gare, there they wzithe like a Wines 
pꝛeſſe:and at the ends of them, there be like the head of awozm, 


.02 like a little teate, in which is cececued the ſonnd, and ſo tarri⸗ 
edto the common wits, The Eyes be next of nature vnto the 


ſoule : foꝛ jn the Epe is ſcene and knowne the diſturbantes and 
-griefes, gladnefle and fopes of the ſoule, as loue, wꝛath, and 

other paſſions. - The Eyes be the Inſtruments of ſight. And 
they be compound and made oftenne things: that is to ſap, of 
ſeuen Tunicles 82 Cotes, and of tha humours. Df the which 
(ſaith Galen) the boaine and the head were made foz the Eye, 


that they wight be in che higheſt place, as a beholder in a Ta⸗ 


wer, as it was rehearfed inthe Anatomie of the head. But di⸗ 
uers men hold diners opinions of the Anatomie of the Eyes: 


"Foz ſome men acconnt hut thx Tunicles, and ſome ſife< But in 
conc luſion they meane all one thing. Foz the very truth is, 


that there be counted and reckoned ſeuen Tunicles, that is to 


ſay, Sclirotica; Sccondina; Kety na, Vnia, Cornua, Arama, and 


Coniunctiua: and theſe thz& humoꝛs. That is to ſay, Bumoꝛ; 
Virtus » Pumoz Albzgynus, and Pumoꝛ C hryſtallinus. 

It is to be knowne how and after what manner they ſpꝛing: 
Pou hall underſtaud, that thexe-ſpzingeth ol theibzaine ſub⸗ 
ffance ofhis foꝛemoſt Uentrikles, two ſinewes, the-one from 
the right ſide, and the other from the left;zand they be calledthe 
ure paire, fozin My they be the firff paire of Si⸗ 

C 2 newes 
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newes that appeare ołall ſeuen. And it is ſhewed by Galen, that 
theſo line wes be hollow as a Reede; foꝛ two cauſes. The firſt is, 
that the viſibls ſpir it might palle freely to the Eves. The fecond 
is, that the koꝛms of viſible things might freely be p2eſeated to 
the common wittes. pack | 

Now mar ke the going fw2th-of theſe ſinewes. When thefe 
finewes gos out from the fubſfance of the bꝛaine, he commeth 
though he getamater vr whoſe fubfancthe takethaPannicte 
92a Csate: and che cauſe why he taketh that Pannicle, is to 
keep him from noying, and befoꝛe they enter into the skull, they 
meet and are vnited into one ſinewe, the length of halte an inch: 
and then they depart againe into two, and each goeth into one 

Exe, ont ting chꝛough ehe bꝛaine Panne, and thete nine wet be 
talled Nerui Optici. And the cauſes J finde why theſe Nernes 
are ioyned in one befo2e they paſſe into the Eye. Firſt, if it hap⸗ 
pen any diſeaſes in one Exe, the other ſhould reteiuaall the vi- 


ſible ſptrit that befoze came to hot. | 

The ſecond is, that all things that we fe ſhoul d not ſeem two: - 
fo2 if they had not been iopned together, euerp thing ſhould haue 
ſeemed two, as it doth to a Moꝛme, and to other beaſts. The 
third is, that the line w might ſay and helpe the other. But here⸗ 
npon Lamtranłe actoꝛdeth much:ſaying that theſe two ſinewes 
coine:toxether ta the Eyes, & take a Pannicle boch of Piama⸗ 
ter and ol Duramater, and when they enter into the Oꝛbit ol 
the Eye, there the extremities are ſpꝛed abꝛoad, the which are 
made of thꝛer ſubſtances: that is to ſay, of Duramater, of Pia- 
nnter, and of Nerui optici. There be engendzed chere Tu⸗ 
yicles oa Coates, as thus: Or the ſubſt ante that is taken from 
Duramater, is eugendꝛed the firff-Coatethat is called Secon- 
dina: andofNeruiOprici,tsengendzed the third Coate, that is 
called Retina: and each of them is moze fubtiller then other, 
and goethabour the humour without nieate. And tt ⸗is to be 
buderffwd; thaveathof chele chꝛer Tunic los be diuided, and ſo. 
they mane are: that is to ſay, thz&-of the parts of the bꝛaine, 
and thꝛer oi the parts out wards, and one of Pericranium, — 
| ; | coueret 
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tötereth the dones ofthe head⸗ which is called Conĩunctiua. 
And thus you may perteiue the ſpꝛinging of them, as thus: Or 
Duramater, ſpꝛingeth Clirotita and Coꝛnua. Of Piamater, 
fpzingeth Secondina and vnia. And of Perui Optici, ſpꝛingeth 
Coniunctiua. Now to ſpeake of the humours which be thꝛe, 
and their plates are the middle of the Eyes: of the which, the 
ſrſt is Humour Ulltrus, becauſe he is like Glaſſe, in colour very 
cleare, red, liquit, oꝛ thinne, and he is in the inward fide next 
vnto the hꝛaine: and it is thinne, becauſe the nutritiue blod of 
the Chꝛiſtaline might paſſe, as water thꝛough a ſpunge ſhould 
be clenfed and made pure, and alſo that the viſible ſpirit might 
the lightlier paſſe thꝛough him from the bzaine. And he goeth 
about the Chziffaline Humour, vntillhe meete with Albuginus 
Humour, which is ſet in the vttermoſt part of the Eve. And in 
the middeſt ol theſe Yumours Ultrus, and Albugiaus, is ſet 
the Chꝛiſkaline Humour, in which is ſet p2incipally the fight of 
the Eye. And theſe Humdurs be feparated and inuolued with 
the Pannicles afo2eſaid, betwene every Humour aPannicle : 
And thus is the Epe compound and made. But to ſpeake of 
every Humour and euery Pannicle in his due oꝛder and courſe, 
it would aske a long pꝛoteſſe, and a long Chapter: and this is 
ſutfitient fo2 a Chirurgion. Pow to begin at the Noſe, Pou 
ſhall vaderſfand, that from the bꝛaine there commeth two Si⸗ 
newes to the holes of the bzaine-pa+,where beginneth the con⸗ 
cauitie of the Noſe, and theſe two be not pꝛoperly Sinewes, 
but D2gaines oz- Inſtruments of . nelling, and haue heades 


like teates oz paps, in which isreceiued the vertue ofſnelling, 


and repzefenting it to the common wittes-: Duer theſe two, is 
fet Colatoꝛium, that we call the Noſtg2illes : and it is ſet be⸗ 
tweeae the Eyes, vader the vpper part of the Noſe. And it is 
to be noted, that this concauitie oꝛ ditch was made fo2 two cau- 
fes; The firſt is, that the aire that bꝛingeth fwzth the ſpirit of 
finelling might reſt in it, till it were taken of the Oꝛgane oz 
Jnſtrument of ſmelling.

the Lunges, oꝛ tlie a mans mouth ſhould alwaies be open. The 
letond tauſe is. that they helpe to the relation ofthe foꝛme ofthe 
ole: foꝛ it is ſaĩd a man ſpeaketh in his Noſe bien any al theſe 
holes be ſtopped. The third cauſe · is, that the coneauitie might 
be tlenſed hy them when a man ſnuſſeth the Noſe, oz dzaweth 
into his mouth inwardly. The Poſe is a member conſimple oz 
official, apyearing without the face, ſome what plicable,becaule 
it hauld the brtter be clenſed · And it is to he perceiued that it is 
compound and made ofskinne and Lazartug fleſh, and of two 
bones ſtanding in manner trianglewiſe, whoſe extremities be 
ioyned in one part of the Noſe with the Coꝛonall hone, and the 
netherertremities are tovned withewo Griffics, and another 
that deuideth the Noſth2ils within, and holdeth vpthe Noſe. 
Allo there be two concauities 02 holes, that if one were ſtop⸗ 
ped the other ſhould ſcrue. Allo there is in the Noſe two Puls 
cles, to helpe the wozking of his office. 1 
And Galen ſapeth, that the Noſe ſhapeth the face moſt : foz 
where. the Pale lacketh (ſaich he) all the reſt of the late is the 
moꝛe vaſeemely. The Hole ſhould be of a meane bigneſſe,and 
not to.exceed.in length,o2 {2eadth,no2 in highneſſe. Foz Ariſto- 
tle faich,Zfthe Noſthzils be to thin, oꝛ tw wide, by great d2aw- 
ing in of ayꝛe, it betokeneth great ſtraightneſſe of heart,aridin- 
dignation of thought · And therefoze it is to de. noted, that the 
ſhape of the members at the body, hetokeneth and iudgeth the 
affections and will of. ths ſoule of man, es the Philoſopher ſaith. 
Che £ emples be called the members ot the head, and they haue 
that name becauſe of continuall mouing. And as the Science of 
the Anatomie meaneth, the ſpirit vitall is ſent from the heart to 
the bzaine by Artiers, and he Ueincs and nutrimentall blood, 
where the Lcficls Þ vifatiues in the tem ples be lightly hurt. Al 
ſo tte temple haue dents oꝛ holes inwardly, wherein Ve FRE 
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the humour that tommeth from the Bꝛaine, and bzingeth the 
Eyes alleepe : and ifthe ſaid Holes oz Dents be pꝛeſſed and 
wong, then by trapping of the humour that continueth, he ma⸗ 
Reth the teares to fall from the Eve. 

The Cherkes are the ſidcling parts of the face, and they con⸗ 
caine in them Puſculus fleſh, with Uemnes and Artiers, and 
about theſe parts be many Puſcles . Guido maketh mention of 
ſeuen about the cheekes and auer lip. 

And Haly Abbas ſaith, there be twelue ꝓnſcles that moue 
the nether Jawe, ſome ofthem in opening and other ſome in clo⸗ 
ſing oꝛ ſhutting, palling vnder the bones of the Temples: and 
they be called Temporales: And they be right noble andſenſa- 
tine, of whoſe hurt is much perill. 

Alo there be other Puſculus fo2 to grinde and to chewe. And 
ta all theſe Mulcles ta umeth Nerues from the bꝛaine, to giut 
them fecling and mouing. And alſo there commeth to them ma⸗ 
ny Artiers and Uepnes,and chielly about the Temples, and the 
angels oꝛ co2ners ofthe Eyes and the K ips. And as the Philoſo- 
phers ſav, the chiefe beautie in man is in the Cherkes, and there 
the complerion of man is moſt knowne, as thus: If they ber 
full, ruddic, and medled with temperate whiteneffe,and'not fat 
in ſubſſtance, but meanly fleſhic, it betokeneth hat and moyſt of 
complexion : that is, Sanguine and temperate in colour. And 
if they be white coloured, without medling ofreducſſe, and in 
ſubſtance fat and ſofc, quauer ing, it betokeneth exteſſe and ſu⸗ 
perſluit ie otcolde and nayſt: that is flegmaticke. And if they 
he bꝛotone in colour, oz cyfren,ycallow, redde and thinne, and 
leane in ſubſtanee, it betokeneth great dꝛving and heate: that is 
cholericke. And if they be as it were kl@wne in colour, and of 
littte fleſh in ſubſtance, it betokencth erceſſe and ſuperfivitic of 
dꝛineſſe and colde-2 that is Melancholie. And as Auicen ſaith, 
the Cherkes dor not onelvſhew the diucrſitics of complexions, 
but alſo the affection and wilt of the heart: foz by the affection 

of the heart, by ſudda ine ioy oz dꝛead, he warcth either pale oz 
red. The bones oz hony parts, firſt of the chekes he two: of the 
Noſe

Noſe thꝛee, as thus: One deuiding the Poſthzilles within, and 


in each Noſth2ill one, and they ſteme to be rowled like a wa⸗ 
fer, and haue a hollowneſſe in them, by which the apze is re⸗ 
ſpired aud dꝛawen to the Lunges, and the ſuperũuitis of the 
zaine is purged into the mouth wards, as is befoꝛe rehearſed. 
But Guido and Galen ſaith, that there be in the face nine bones, 
vet J caunot finde that the nether Pandible ſhould be of the 
number ofthoſe mae:fo2 the nether Pandible acconnted there, 
pꝛoueth them to he tenne in number: Ot which thing J will hold 
no argument but remit it ta the ſight of pour eyes. The parts of 
the mduth are ſine, that is to ſap; the Lippes, the Tieth, the 
Tongue, the Unila, and the Pallet of the mouth. And firft to 
ſpeake of the U ipps, they are members conſimile oz official, full 
of Muſculus fleſh;as is afoꝛeſaid, and they were oꝛdained foꝛ two 
tauſes, one is, that they ſhould be: to the mouth as a doze to a 
houſe, and to kepethe mouth cloſe till the meate were kindly 
chewed. The other cauſe is, that chey ſhould be helpers to the 
pꝛononncing of the ſpeech. The teeth are members conſimilie oz 
official, ſpermatick, and hardeſt of any other members, and are 
faſtened in the Cherk⸗bones, and were oꝛdained fon the cauſes. 
Firſt, that they ſhould che we a mans meate, ere it ſhould paſſe 
-Downe,thatit mighthe the ſoner digeſted. ACE! 
The ſecond, that they ſhould be a helpe to the ſpeech: foꝛ they 
that lacke theirt&th, do not perfectly pzonounce their waꝛds. 
The chird is, that they ſhould ſerue to beaſtes as weapons. 
The number of them is vncertaine: foꝛ ſome men haue moe, 
aud ſome leſſe: they that haue the whole number, haue two and 
thirtie: that is to ſay; ſirgſne aboue, and as many beneath, as 
thus: two Dwallies; two Nuavdipalles, two Canmens, eight 
Pozales, and two Canſales: The Tongue is a carnous mem 
ber; compound and made of trany'Nernes,Ligamentsz Ueynes 
and Artiers, oꝛdained pzincipally tos thee cauſes. The firſt is,

The Puſcles 
ofthe Necke after Galen.arenumbzed to be twentp, mouing the 
Dead and the Peck, Likewiſe it is to be noted, that there be 
thze manner of Fleſhes in the Necke : the firft is Hixwex, oz 
Heruifſs, and it is called of Childzen, Gold⸗haire, 62 peallow 


haire, the which are certaine Longitudinals, lying on the ſides

And youſhall vaderffand, that thenecke 
is all that is concained betweens the head and the Qonlders, 
and betwe&ne the chin and the bzeaft. It iscompound and made 
of foure things, that is to ſap, of Spondillus, of Scruicibus, of 
Gula, and of Gatture, the which ſhall be declared. moze plainly 
hereafter ; and thꝛough thele pafſe the way of the: meate and of 
the ayꝛe, but they be notthefubffanceof the necke. | 
The Spondels of the necke be ſeuen : The: firſt is ioyned 
vnto the lower part of thehead,calledPariUarie,oz Bagzillarie,. 
and in the fame wiſe are ioyned cuery Spondell wich other;and 
the laſt of the ſeuen, with the firſt ol the Backe oz Ridge: and 
the Lpgaments that keepe theſe @pondels together, are not 
fo hard and tough as thoſe of the backe: fo2 why : thoſe of the 
necke be mo2e feebler and ſubtiller.

The parts contained are, the 
Meart, the Lunges, Pannicles-Lygaments, Perues, Ueynes, 
Arteirs, Pyꝛe, oꝛ Iſofagus. Now the Skinne and the fleſh are 
knowne in their Anatomie. It is to be noted, that the fleſh of 
the Pappes, differeth from the other fleſh of the body: fo2 it is 
white, glandulus, and ſpongeous: and there is in them, both 
Nerues,Ueines, and Arteirs, and by them they haue Coli⸗ 
ganes with the Heart, the Wiuer, the Bzaine, and the genera⸗ 
tiue members. Alſo there is in the Bꝛeaſt, as old Authozs make 
mention, lxxx.oꝛ xc. Puſcles: fozſome of them be common to 
the necke, ſome to the Shoulders, and to the Spades: ſome to 
Diafragtna oꝛ the Pidziffe : ſome to the ribbes, ſome to the 
Backe, and ſome to the Bzeaff i it ſelfe. But J finde certaine 
pꝛofitableneſſe in the creation of the Pappes, as well in man 
as in woman: foꝛ in man it defendeth the ſpirituals from annop⸗ 
ance outwardly : and another, by their thickneſſe they comfozt 
the naturall heate in defiance of the ſpirits, And in women, 
there is the generation of Milke: foꝛ in women there commeth

And this Pannicle peri- 
cordium;ſpzingeth of the vpper Pannicle of the Midꝛiſſe. And of 
him ſpꝛingeth another Pannicle called Mediaſtinum, the which 
departeth the Bꝛeaſt in the midſt, and kepeth that the Lungs 
fall not oner the Heart. Alſo there is another Pannicle that co? 
uereth the Ribs inwardly, that is called Plura, of whom the 
Midꝛifle taketh his beginning. And it is ſaid of many Dotto2s,

T He Lungs is a member Spermaticke of the firff Creation, 
and his naturall complerion i is cold and dꝛie, and in his ac- 
cidentall tomplexion he is cold and mopſte, lapped in a Ner- 
uous Pannicle, becauſe it ſhould gather together the ſofter ſub- 
ſtance of the Lunges, and that the Lunges might fele by the 
meanes of the Pannicle, that which hee might not fle in him⸗ 
ſelfe. Now to pꝛoue the Lungs to be cold and dꝛie of kinde, it 


appeareth by his ſwift ſtirring, foꝛ hee lyeth euer wauing ouer 


the Heart, and about the Heart. And that he is cold and moyſt in 
reward, it appeareth well, that he receiueth of the Bꝛaine many 
cold matters, as Cataries, k Rheumes, whoſe ſubſfance is thin. 
Alſo I finde in the Lungs thꝛee kindes of ſubſtance. One is a 
Uepne comming from the Liuer, bzinging with him the Crude 
92 rawe part ofthe Chylle, to feed the Lungs. Another is Arte- 
ria venealis, tom ning from the Heart, bzinging with him the 
ſpirit of life to nouriſh him with. The third is Trachia Arteria, 
that bꝛingeth in ayꝛe to the Lungs, aud it paſſeth thꝛough all the 
left part of them to do his Office. 

The Lungs is dimded into flue Lobbes oz Pellikeles, 02 
fiue p oꝛtions, (that is to ſap)thzee in the right ſide, and two inthe 
left ſide. And this was done fo2 this cauſe, that if there fell any 
hurt in the one part, the others ſhould ſerue and de their office. 
And th2ee cauſes J finde why the Lungs were pzincipallp oꝛdai⸗ 
ned. Firſt, that they ſhould dꝛaw cold winde, and refreſh the 
Meart. The ſecond, that they ſhould change and alter, and pu⸗ 
rifie the ap2e befo2e it come to the Heart, left the heart were 
hurt and annoyed with the quantitie of the apze. The third 
cauſe is, that thep ſhould reteiue from the heart the kumous ſu⸗ 
perfi1ities that he putteth foꝛth with his bꝛeathing, xc · 


Behinde the Lungs, toward the Spondells, paſſeth Pire 


92 Jſofagus, of whom it is ſpoken of in the Aaatomie of the 
Pecke. And alſo there — Uepnes and Arteirs, and all 
3 theſe 
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theſe with Trachia Arteria, do make a Stoke, replete vnto tht 
Gullet, with the Pannicles, and ſtrong Ligaments, and Glans 
dulusfleſh to fulfill the voide places. And laſt of all, is the Mid⸗ 
riffe, and it is an officiallmember made of two Pannicles and 
Lazartcus fleſh,and his place is in the midſt of the bodie, ouer⸗ 
thwart oꝛ in bzeadth vader the region of the Spirituall mem- 
bers, departing them from the Matrix. 

And thꝛer cauſes Jfind why the Pidriffe was oꝛdained. Firſt, 
that it would diuide the ſpirituals from the Putrates. The ſe⸗ 
cond, that it ſhould keep the vitall colour oz heat to deſcend down 
tothe Putrates. Che laſt is, that the malitious Fumes reared vp 
from the Hutrates, ſhould not uop the ſpirituals oz vitals, tc. 

The wo mbe is the region oꝛ the City of all the Jacrails, the 
which reachsth from the idriſſe downe vato the ſhare inwards 
ly,x outwardly from the Reines oz Kidneys,downe co the bone 
Pecen,about the pꝛiuie parts. And this Mombe is compound x 
made oftwo things (that is to ſay) of Sytac, aud Myrac, Syiac is 
J Pannicle, and a member ſperinaticke,officiall,ſeaſthle,Spao- 
wie, compound of ſubtill Will,aud in complexion cold and d2ie, 
hauing his beginning of the inner Pannicle ofthe Bidziffe.And 
it was oꝛdained, becauſe it ſhould containe and binde together 
all the Intrailes, and that he defend the Puſculus, ſo that hee op⸗ 
pꝛeſſe not the Naturall members. And that hee is ſkroug and 
tough, it is becauſe he ſhould not be lightly bꝛoken, & that thoſe 
things that are contained goe not fw2th, as it happenethto them 
that are bꝛoken, tc. Myrac is compound, and made of foure 

things: (that is) of Skiane outwardly of Fatnes, ofacarnous 
Pannicle aud ofmuſcelus Fl. Ant that it is to be vnder⸗ 
ſtanded, that all the whole fram Syfac outward, is called Myrac, 
it appeareth well ( by the woꝛds of Galen, ) where he comman⸗ 
deth, that in all wounds of the Mombe, to ſewe the Syfac, wich 
the Myrac, and by that it pꝛoueth, that there is nothing with⸗ 
aut the Syfac, but Myrac. And in this Myrac, oz vtter part ot 
the Mombe, there is noted eight Buſcles, two Lougitudinals, 
pzocceding from the ſhield of the Stomacke, vuto Qs Pecten: 
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two Latitudinals comming from the backwards to the wombe: 
and caure Tranſuerſe, ot᷑ the which,twoofthem ſpzing from the 
Kibbes on the right ſide, and goe to the left fide, to the bones of 
the Panches, oꝛ of Pecten: and the other two ſpꝛing from the 
Ribbes on the left, and come ouer the wombe to the right parts, 
as the other hefoze doth. 

Here is to be noted, that by the vertue ofthe ſubtill will that 
is ia the Mulculus Longitudinall, is made perfect the vertue at⸗ 
tractiue: and by the Pulculus Tranſuerſe, is made the vertue 
reteutiue:and by the Puſculus Watitudinall, is made the vertue 
expulſtue. It is thus to be vnderſtod, that by the vertue attrac⸗ 
tiue, is dzawne doone into the Intrailes, all ſuperſtuities, both 
water, winde, and dy2t. By the vertne retentiue, all things 
ars withholden and kept, vntill Nature haue wꝛought his kind. 
And by the vertue erpulſtuets put foꝛth all things, when Nature 
pꝛouoketh aup thing to be done. Galen faith, that wounds oz in⸗ 
t iſions be moꝛe perillous in the midſt of the wombe, then about 
the ſides, foz chere the parts be mo2e tractable then anp other 
parts he. Alſo he ſaith, that in wounds piercing the wombe, 
there ſhall not be made god incarnation, except Sifac be ſewed 
with Myrac. Nowto come to the parts contained within: Firſt 
that which appeareth next vnder the Sifac is Omentum, oz Zir- 
bus, the which is a Pannicle couering the ſtomacke and the In⸗ 
trailes, implanted with many Ueines and Arteirs, and not a 
little fatneſſe oꝛdained to kepe moyſt the in ward parts. 

This Zirbus is an officall member, and is tompound of a 
Ve ine and an Arteir, the which entereth and maketh a line of 
the vtter Tunicle of the ſtomacke, vnto which Tunic le hangeth 
the Z.rbus, and couereth all the guttes downe to the ſhare. 

Two cauſes I finde why thep were oꝛdained. One is, that they 
ſhould defend the Nutratines outwardly. The ſecond is; that 
though his owne power and vertue, he ſhould freagthen and 
comfoꝛt the digeſtion of all the Nutrates,becauſe they are moꝛe 
feebler then other members be, becauſe they have but a thinne 
wombe oz ſkin, c. Next Zirbus,appearecth the Intrails oz guts 
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of which Galen faith, that the Guttes were oꝛdained in the firſt 
creation to conuey the dzoſffe of the meate and d2inke, and to 
cleuſe the body of their ſuperfluities. And here it is to be noted, 
that there be ire poztions of one whole Gutte, which both in 
man and beaſt beginneth at thenether mouth of the fomacke, 
and ſo continueth foꝛth to the end of the fundament. Peuer⸗ 
theleſſe hee hath diuers ſhapes and fo2mes, and diuers operati- 
ous in the body, and therefo2e he hath diuers names. And heres 
upon the Philoſophers ſay, that the lower wombe of a man, is 
like vnto the wombe of a ſwine. And like as the ſkomack hath 
two Tunicles, in like manner haue all the Guts two Zunicles. 
The fir ſt poꝛtion ofthe Guts is called Duodenum; fozhe is 12. 
Juches of length, and couereth the nether part of the ſtomacke, 
and receiueth all the dzoſſe of the fomack: the ſecond poztion of 
the Guts is called Iciunium, foꝛʒ he is euermoꝛe emptp, foꝛ to him 
lieth euermoꝛe the cheſt ofthe Gall, beating him ſoꝛe, and dꝛaw⸗ 
eth foꝛth ok him all the dꝛoſſe, and cleanſeth him cleane:the third 
poꝛtion oꝛ Gut, is called Vleon, oz ſmall Gut, and is in length fif- 
teene 02 ſixteene Cubits. In this Gut oftentimes falleth a diſeaſe 
called Yleaca Paſſio. The fourth Gut is called Monoculus, 02 
blinde Gut, and it ſemeth to haue but one hole oꝛ mouth, but it 
hath two, one ne&re vnto the other, foꝛ by the one all things goe 
in, and by the other they go out againe. The fift is called Colon, 

and receiueth all the dzoffe depꝛiued from all pzofitablenes, and 
therefoꝛe there tommeth not to him any veynes Piſeraices, as 
to the other. The ſixt and lat, is called Rectum oꝛ Longaon, and 
he is ended in the Fundament, and hath in his nether end foure 
Muſcles, to hold, to open, to ſhut, and to put out c. Next is to 
be noted of Menſenterium, the which is nothing elſe but a ter- 
ture of innumerable veynes Piſeraices, rameſied of one veyne 
calied Porta Epates, couered aud defended of Pannicles and 
 Lygaments comming to the Intrails, with the backe full of 
fatneſſe and Glandulus lleſy, xt. 

The ffomacke- is a member compound and ſpermaticke, 


ſinnowy and ſenſible, and therein is made perkecthe firſt dige⸗ 
| ſtion 


{ion of Chile. This is a neceſſary member to all the body, foz 
if it faile in his wozking, allthe members of the body ſhall coz- 
rupt. 

Uherefo2ze Galen ſaith, that the fomacke was oꝛdained 
pzincipally foꝛ two cauſes. The firff, that it ſhould be to all the 
members of the bodp, as the earth is to all that are engendꝛed of 
the earth, that is, that it ſhould deſire ſufficient meate foꝛ all the 
whole body. The ſecond is, that the ſtomacke ſhould bea ſacke 
oz cheft to all the body foꝛ the meate, and as a Coke to all the 
members of the body. The ſtomack is made of two Pannicles, 
of which the inner is Perueous, and the vtter Carneons. This 
inner Paanicle hath Puſculus Longitudinals, that ſtretcheth 
along from the ſtomacke tothe mouth, by the which he dzaweth 
to him meate and dzinke, as it were hands. And he hath Tranſ⸗ 
uerſe will, loꝛ to withhold oꝛ make retention. And alſo the vtter 
Pannicle bath Laticudinall will, to expulſe and put out: ⁊ that 
by his heate he ſhould help the digeſtiue vertue of the fomack, 
gud by other heates giuen by his neighbours, as thus. Ithath 
the Liner on the right ſide, chaſing and beating him with his 
{lobes oz figures:and the Splene onthe left ſide, with his fatneſſs 
and veynes, ſending to him melancholie, to exerciſe his appe- 
tites:t about him is the Yeart,quickning him with his artiers: 
Alſo the bzaine ſending to him a hꝛanch of Nerues to giue him 
feeling. And he hath on the hinder part, deſcending from the parts 
of the backe many K pgaments, with the Artiers iopned to the 
Spondels of the backe. The fozme oꝛ figure of this fomacke is 
long, in likeneſſe of a Go2de,croked: and that both holes be in 
the vpper part ofthe body of it, becauſethere ſhauld he no going 
out of it vnaduiſedly of thoſe things that are recciued into it. 
Che quantitp ofthe ſtomacke comonly holdeth two Pitchers of 
water, and it may ſuffer many paſſions, and the nether mouth 
of the Fomacke is narrower then the vpper, and that foz thee 
cauſes. The firft cauſe is, that the vpper reteiueth meate great 
aud hopfferous in ſubffancs, that there being made ſubtill, it 
might palle into the nether, a” is, foz by him paſſeth 

all

47 A Treaſure for 
all the meates, with their chiloſitie from the fomacke to the Li- 
uer. The third is,foz that thꝛough him paſſeth all the dꝛoſſe of 
the ſtomacke to the guts. And this ſufficeth foz the ſtomacke, ec. 
The Liuer is a pꝛincipall member and otficiall, and of his 
firſt creation ſpermaticke, complete in quantitp of blod, of him⸗ 
ſelfe inſenſible, but by accidence he is inſencible, and in him is 
made the ſetond digeſtion, and is lapped in a ſinowie Pannicle. 
And that he is a pꝛineipall member, it appeareth)openly by 

the Phyloſophers,by Auicen and Galen. And it is officiall as is 
the ſtomacke, and it is of ſpermatick matter, and ſinowie, ofthe 
which is ingendꝛed his veines. And becauſe it was line in quan⸗ 
titie, Nature hath added to it crudded blood, to the accompliſhs 
ment of ſufficient quantitie, and is lapped in a ſinowie Pan- 
nicle. And why the Liuer is crudded, is becauſe the Chile which 
commeth from the ſtomacke ta the K iuer, ſhould be turned into 
the colour of blod. f 3 | 

And bohr the Liuer was oꝛdained, was becauſe that all the 
nutrimentall blod be engend2ed in him. The p2oper place of 
the Liuer is vaderthe falfe Ribbes in the right ſide. The fozme 
of the Liuer is gibbous oꝛ bunchie on the backe ſide; and it is 
ſomewhat hollow likethe infide of an hand. And why it is fo 
ſhapen, is, that it ſhould be plyable to the ſtomacke, like as a 
hand doth to an Apple, to comfozt her digeſtion, foz his heate is 
to the ſkamacke, as the heate ofthe fire is to the Potte oꝛ Caul⸗ 
dꝛon that hangeth ouer it. 2 

Allo the Lungs is bound with his Peilikles to the Diafrag- 
ma, and with ſtrong Ligaments. And alſs he hath Coliganes 
with the ſtomscke and the Intrailes, and u ith the Heart and 
the Keynes, the Toſtikles and other members. And there are 
in him five Pellitzles, like fine fingers. Galen calleth the Liuer 
MetlaSanguinaria, containing in it ſelfe foure ſubſtances, Nay 
turall and Nutrimencall; The Naturals is ſent with the blod 
to all parts of the body, to be engendꝛed and nouriſhed. And the 
Nutrimentalls be ſequeſtrato and ſent to plates o2dained fo2 
ſome helpings. Theſe are the places of ths Humours, the blod 
5. in 
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in the Kiuer, Choller in the Cheft oz Gall,Belancholie to the 
Splene,Flegme to the Lungs and the Junctures, the waterie 
ſupertluities to the Reynes and Ueſike, And they goe with the 
Bld, and ſometime they putrifie and make Feuers, and ſome 
be put out to the skinne, and be reſolued by ſweat, oꝛ by tabs, 
by Puſhes,02 by Impoſtumes. 

And theſe foure naturall humours (that is to ſay) Sanguine, 
Choler, Melancholie, and Flegme, be engendzed and diſtribu⸗ 
ted in this manner: Firſt pee ſhall vnderſtand, that from the 
Spermatick matter ofthe Liuer inwardly, there is ingendzed 
two great Uepnes,of the which, the ür ſt and the greateſt is cal⸗ 
led porta, and commeth from the concauitie of the Liner, of 
whom ſpꝛingeth all the ſmall veines Miſeraices : andtheſe Miſc. 

-raices,be to Vena Porta,as the hzanches ofa Tre be tothe ſtock 
of a Tre. Foꝛ ſome ofthem be contained with the bottome of 
the ſtomack: ſome with Duodenum ſome with leiunium, ſame 
with Yleon,and-ſome with Monoculus, oꝛ Saccus. And from all 
theſe Guts they bꝛing to Vena Porta, the ſuccozttie of Chilep, 
going from the ſtomack, and diffribute it into the ſubſtance of 
the Liner. And theſe Uepnes Miſeraices, be innumerable. And in 
theſe Uepnes begun the ſecond Digeſtion, and ended in the Li 
uer, like as it is in the ſtomacke the firſt Digeſtion. 

So it pꝛoueth that Vena Porta, and Vena Miſeraices, ſerue to 
bing all the ſuccozitie of all the meate and dꝛinke that paſſeth 
the ſtomack ts the Liuer,and they ſpꝛead themſelues thazough 
the ſubſtance ofthe Liver inwardly, æ all they ſtretch towards 
the gibbous(oz bowing part of theLiuer,)and there they met, 
and goe all into one Unitie, and make the ſecond great Uepne, 
called Vena Vlis, oꝛ Concaua, oꝛ Vena Ramoſa: all is one, and 

he with his Notes dꝛaweth out all the blod engend2edfrom the 
Liuer, and with his bzanches Namefping vpwards and downe- 
wards, carryeth and conueveth it to all other Members of the 
Bodie to be nouriſhed with, where is made perfect the third Di⸗ 
geſtion. And alſo there goeth from the Liner vepnes, bear ing 
the ſuperlluities of the third De their pꝛoper places, 
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as it ſhall he declared hereafter. Now toſpeake ofthe Gall 03 
of the cheſt of the Gall: It is an ofliciallHember, andi it is ſuper⸗ 
maticke and ſinowie, and hath in it a ſubtill Mill, and it is a 
purſe oꝛ a Panniculex Ucſikle in the hollownelfle of the Liuer⸗ 
about the middlePericle 02 Lobe, oꝛdained to reteiue the Cho⸗ 


lericke ſuperfluities which are engend2ed in the Liuer : The 


which purſe oꝛ bagge hath thꝛie holes 02 Necks; Bythe firft he 
d2aweth to him from the L iner the Choller, that the Bid bee 
not hurt by the Choler. By the ſecond Peck, he ſendeth to the 
bottome ofthe ſtomacke Choler, to further the Digeſtiou of the 
ſtomacke. And by the third Pecke he ſend eth the Choler regu⸗ 
larly from one Gut to another, to cleanſe them of their ſupertlu⸗ 
ities and Dꝛoſſe: and the quantitie of the purſe, may containe in 
it halle a pinte, tc. 

And nert is the Splene, oꝛ the milte, the which is a Sperma⸗ 
ticke member, as are sther members: and otficiall, and is the 
recepto2y ofthe Pelancholious fupcrfluitiesthat are engendzed 
in the Liner:and his place is on the left ſide, tranſuerſſy lincked 
to the fomacke,and his ſubKance is thinne. And two cauſes J 


finde, why he was oꝛdained there. The firſt is, that by the Me⸗ 


lancholious ſuperfluities that ave engend2ed of the Liuer which 
he dꝛaweth to him hee is nouriſhed with. The ſecond cauſe is, 


that the nutritiue Blod ſhould by him be made the moꝛe purer, 


and cleane, from the d2offe and thicking ofthe Pelaucholie, cc. 
And next ofthe Keynes and kidneyes : It is tobe vnderſfod, 
that within the region ofthe-Nutrites backwards, are oꝛdai⸗ 
ned the kidneyes,to cleanſe the Blod from the watery ſaper- 
fluities, and they haue each of them two paſſages o2 holes, oz 
Neckes + By the one is dꝛawne the water from Uenakelis, 
by wo Uepnes, which are called Vencz Amulgentes, the 
Finger of a man, and iſſueth from the Wiuer: and 
her is ſeut the ſame Mater to the Bladder, and is cal- 

ted Poros Vrithides. 1 
Thefabſfance of the kidnepes, is Lazartous Fleſh, hauing 
r will: and their place is behinde , on each 1 
e 
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the Spondels, and they are two in number, and the right Kid- 
ney lyeth ſome what higher then the left, and is bound faſt to the 
backe with Ligaments. The Philoſopher ſaith, that mans kid⸗ 
nepes are like the Kidneyes of aCowe, full of hard Concaui⸗ 
ties, and therefo2e the ſoꝛes ofthem be hard to cure. Alſo they 
are moꝛe harder jn ſubſtance then any other fleſhly member, and 
that foꝛ two cauſes. One is, that hee be not much hurt of the 
ſharpneſſe of the U2ine. The other is, that the ſame Uꝛine that 
paſſeth from him, might the better be altered and clenſed thꝛoͤugh 
the lame. Alſo there commeth from the Heart to each of the Kid- 
nepes, an arteir, that bzingeth with him Blod,heate,ſpirite,and 
Life. And in the ſame manner there commeth a Uepne from the 
Wiuer, that bꝛingeth blod to nouriſh the kidnepes, called Blood 
Nutrimentcall. 
| The greaſe ofthe Kidneyes oz Fatneſſe , is as of other in: 
ward members, but itisan officiall member, made ofthinne 
25lod, congealed 4 crudded th2ough cold, and there is ozdained 
the gre aterquantitie in his place, becauſe it ſhould receiue and 
temper the heate ok the Ridnepes, which they haue of the byting 
ſharpnes of the Mater. 

Now by the kidneyes vpon the Spondels. paſſeth Venakelis, 
oꝛ Venacua, which is a Uevne of great ſubſtance:foꝛ hee receiueth 
all the Nutrimentall blod fro;n the Liuer, and from him paſſeth 
many ſmall Pipes oneuery ſide, and at the Spondell betwene 
the ſhoulders, he diuideth himſelfe whole into two great bꝛaun⸗ 
ches, the one goeth into the one arme aud the other in the other, 
and there thep dinide themſelues into many — and bzaun⸗ 
ches, as is declared in the armes. 


The Anatomie of the Haunches, 
and their parts, 


T . Maunches are the lower part of the Mombe, iopning to 
the Thighs and the ſecret members. And thc? things there 


are to be noted thereof, The firſt is of the pariscontainins : the 
F 4 ſecond 
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ſecond is ofthe parts contained, and the third is ofthe parts pꝛo⸗ 
tceeding outwards. The parts containing outwardly, be Myrac 
and Sitac, the Zirbus and the bones. The parts contained out⸗ 
wardly,are the Vezike, oꝛ Bladder:the Spermatick veſſels,the 
Matrix in women, Langaon, Nerues,Uepnes, and Artiers, de⸗ 
ſcending downewards ; the parts pꝛotteding ontwards,are the 
Buttockes and the Muſcles, deſcending to the Thighes, of 
which it is to be ſpoken of in oꝛder. And firſt ofthe partes con- 

taining : as of My rac, Sitac,aud Zirbus, there is enough fpoken 

of in the Anatomie ofthe Mombe. But asfoz the bones of the 

Manches, there bie ofthe partes of the backe thzer Spondells 

of Oſſa ſacri, oʒ ofths Yanehes : and thze Cartaliginis Spon⸗ 

dells of Offa Cande, called the Zaile-bone. 

And thus it is pꝛoued, that there is in euerp manthirty Spon- 
dels, and thus they are to be numbzed : in the Pecke ſeauen, 
in ths Ridge twelue: inthe Repnes fine : and in the Manches 
fire: And it is to bie noted, that euerp Spondell is hollow in 
the middeft : though which hollowneſſe paſſeth Nuca from the 
bꝛaine, oz the marrow of the Backe. And ſome Authoꝛs ſay, 
that Mynuca ts of the ſubſtancethat the Bꝛaine is of: Foz it is 

linke in ſubſtance,and in it ſelfe giueth to the Nerues both the 
vertue Pouing aud Feeling. | 
And alſo euerp Spondell is holden on euerpũde, thꝛough the 
which holes, both Artiers and Uepnes do bꝛing from the Heart 
and the Liuer both Life and nourichment, like as they doe to the 
Bzaine: and from the Paunicle of Mynuca, oz ths marrow of 
the back, thꝛough the holes of the ſides of the Spondells, ſpzin- 
geth foꝛth Nerues motiues, and there thep entermeddle them⸗ 
ſelues with the ſtrong Ligaments that be inſencible, and ſo the 
Ligaments recewe that feeling of the Rerue, which the Nerue 
taketh of Mynuca. Aud by this Keaſon many authozs pꝛoue, that 
My nuca is ofthe ſame ſubſtance that the Bzaine is of, and the 
Pannicles of the Nuca is of the ſame ſubſtance ofthe Pannicles 
of the 1Bzaine,tc-Aad each oftheſe Spondels be bound faſt one 
with ansther,ſothatone of them map not well be named with- 
out 
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out another. And ſo all theſe Spondels together, tontained one 
by another are called the Ridgebone,which is the foundation 
of all the ſhape ofthe body. They with the laſt Spondell be con- 
tained oꝛ ioyned to the bones of the Panches, and they be the 
vpholders of all the Spondels. And theſe bones be ſmall to- 
wards the taile-bone,. and b2oad towards the Hanches, and be⸗ 
foze they ioyne and make Os Pectinis. And ſo they be bꝛoad in 
the parts of the Jles, and therefoze ſome authozs callethit 1lea. 


And each of theſe two bones toward the Liuer hath a great 


round hole, into the which is receiued the bone called Vertebra, 
o2 the Whozlebone. Alſo beſides that place, there is a great 
hole oꝛ way,thozow tte which paſſeth from aboue Puſculus, 
vepnes and Artiers, and goe into the Thighes.And thus it is to 


be noted, that of this bone Pecten, and the bone Vertebra, is 


mads the iuncture of the Thigh. 

Noto ſpeake of the parts contained, the firff thing that 
tommeth to ſight is the Bladder, the which is an officiall mem 
ber, compound of two Neruous Pannicles, in complexion cold 
and dzie, whoſe necke is caraous, and hath Muſcles to with⸗ 
hold, and to let go: aud in man it is long, and is contained with 
the vard,paſſiag thꝛough Peritoneum, but in women it is ſho2- 
ter, and is contained within the Vulua. The place of the blad⸗ 
der, is betweene the bone of the Share and the tayle gut, called 
Longaon and in women, it is betweene the fozeſaid bone and 
the Matrix. 


And in it is bnplanted two long veſſels comuing from the 


Kidnevs, whoſe names be Porri Vrickides, bringing with them 


the vꝛine 92 water from the Kedates to the Bladder, which pꝛr⸗ 
uilp entreth tato the holes ofthe Paaaicies of the Bladder, by a 
naturall mouiag berweene Tunicle and Tunicle, and there the 
bꝛine fiadeth the hole of the nether Tunicle, and there it entreth 

2tinilp into the concamtie ofthe bladder, andthe moꝛe that the 


bladder is filled with v2ine, the ſtraiter be the two Bannicles 


covp2iſed together-fo2 the holes ofthe tunicles be not euen ane 


. againſt another, ⁊ therefa2e if the bladder be neuer ſafull chere

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map none go backe agaiue. Che fozme of it is round, the quan⸗ 
titie of it is a Pitcher kull, in ſome moꝛe, in ſome leſſe, cc. 
Alſo there is found two other veſſels, called Vaza Seminaria, 
oꝛ the ſpermaticke veſſels. And they come from Uenakelis 
bꝛinging blodto the Teſticles, as well in man, as in woman, 
the which by his further digeſtion it is made ſperme oz nature 
in men: they be put outward, foꝛ the Teſtikles be without, but 
in women it abideth within, foz their Teffikles tand within: 
as it ſhall be declared hereafter. 

Next followech the Matrix in women: the Matrix "in wo- 
men is an officiall member, compound and Nerueous, and in 
complexion cold and dꝛie: and it is the tld of mans generati- 
on, and it is an in ſtrument fuſceptiue, that is ts ſay, a thing re- 
teiuing oꝛ taking: and her pꝛoper plate is betwene the blad- 
der and the gut Longaon, the likeneſſe of it, is as it were a yard 
reuerſed oz turned inward, hauing tefficles likewiſe, as afo2e- 
ſaid. Alſo the Matrix hath two Concauities oz Selles, and no 
moe, but all beaſtes haue as many Selles as they haue Pappes 
heads. Allo it hath a long necke like an Uꝛinall, and in euerp 
necke it hath a mouth, that is to ſap, one within, and another 
without, The inner in the time of conception is ſhut, and the 
vtter part is open as it was befo2e : and it hath in the middeſt 
a Lazarcus Pauntcle, which is called in Latine Tengito : And 
inthe creation ofthis Paunicle,isfound two vtilities. The firſt 
is, that by it goeth foꝛth the vine, oz elſe it ſhould bee ſhead 
thꝛoughout altthe Valua : the ſecond is, that when a woman 

doth ſet her thyghs abꝛoad, it altereth the ayze that commeth to 
the Matrix foꝛ to temperthe heate. 

Furthermoꝛe, the necke that is botwieene thele two afoꝛeſaid 
mouthes, iu her concauitie hath many inuoluſions and pleates, 
iopned together in the manner of Roſe leaues befo2e they be ful- 
ly ſpead oz ripe, t ſo they be ſhut together as a purſe mouth,to 
that nothing may paſſe fo2th but vꝛine, vntil the time ofchilding. 
Alſo about the middle ofthis necke be certaine veines in Bay- 
dens, the whicht in time ofdeflow2ing-be coꝛrupted 2 

rther⸗ 
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thermoze, Ju the fides of the vtter mouth, ol the mouth are two 
Ceſtikles oz Stones, and alſo two veſſels af Sperme, ſhozter 
then mans veſſels,and in time of Covt the Womans ſperme is 
ſhead downe in the bottome of the Patrix. Alſo from the Liuer 
there commeth to the Patrix many Uevnes, bꝛinging to the 
Child nouriſhing at the time of a Womans being with Childe: 
and thoſe Uepnes, at ſuch time as the Matrix is voyde, bꝛing 
thereto ſuperfities from certafne members of the Body, 
whoreof are engend2ed womans flowers, xc. 

And foz as much as it hath pleaſed Almightie God to giue 
the knoboledge of theſe his Piſteries and wozks vnto his Crea⸗ 
tures in this pꝛeſent Wold, Heere Jſuppoſe to declare what 
thing Embzeon is, and his Creation. The noble Philoſophers, 
às Galen, Auicen, Bartholomeus, and diuers others, waiting 
vpon this matter, ſay: that Embꝛeon is a thing engendzed in 

the Pothers wombe;the oziginallwhereofis the Sparme of the 
an aud of the TUoman,of the which is made by the might and 
power of {GDD)ix the mothers wombe a childe : as hereafter 
moꝛe at large thall be declared. Firſt, the field of Generation 
called the Matrix, oz the Bother, is knowne in the Anatomie, 
whoſe place is pꝛoperly( bet wixt the Bladder and Longaon in 
the Woman, in which place isſowne by the Tillage of man, a 
touenable matter ofkindelyheate: Foz kindelphcate is cauſe 
efficient both of dwing and wozking, e Spirit that gineth ver- 
tue to the body, and gouerneth and ruleth that vertue:the which 
Died of generation commeth from all the parts of the Bodie, 
both of the Man and Woman, with conſent and will ef all 
Members, and is ſhead in the place of Conceiuing, where tho- 
row the vertue of Natare, it is gathered together in the Celles 
of the Patrix oʒ the other, in whom be the way of the woꝛ⸗ 
king of mans ſ&de,and by the way of ſuffering of the Wowans 
ſede mixt together, ſo that each of them wozketh in other, and 
ſuffereth in other, there is engendꝛed Embꝛeon. And farther it 
is to he noted, that this Sparme that commeth both to man and 
woman, is made and gathered of the moſt beſt and pureſt _ 
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of Biodin all the body, and by the labour and chafing or the Te⸗ 
ſtikles oz Stones, this lod is turned into another kinde, and 
is made Sperme. And in man it is hot, white, and thicke: wher⸗ 
foʒe it may not ſpꝛead noꝛ runne abꝛoad of it ſelfe, but runneth 
and taketh temperante of the Momans ſperme which hath cons 


trarp qualities: Foz the womans ſperme is thinner, colder, and 


feebler. And as ſome Autho2s hold opinion, when this mattor 
is gathered into ths right ſide of the Matrix, then it happeneth 
a Pale kiade, and like wiſe on the left the Female, and where 
the vertue is moſt, there it ſauoureth moſt. And further it is to 
be noted, that like os the Kenet of the Cheeſe hath by himſeite 
the way oꝛ vertue of woꝛking, ſo hath the Pilke by wap ofſuffe- 
ring: and as the Renet and Pilke make the Cheeſe, ſo doth the 
ſperme ol han and Woman make the generation of Embꝛeon, 
of the which thing ſpꝛingeth (by the vertue of kindely heate) a 
certaine Skinne oꝛ Caule, into the which it lappeth it ſelfe in, 
where with afterwards it is tyed to the Pothers wombe, the 
which couering commeth foꝛth with the by2th of the Childe : 
and if it happen that any of the Skinne remaine after the byzth 


_ ofthe Childe, then is the Woman in perill of her life. 


Further moꝛe, (it is ſaid) that ofthis Embzeon, is engendꝛed 
the Heart, the Liuer, the Bzayaes, Nerues, Uepnes, Arteirs, 
Coꝛds, Ligaments, Skins, Gr iſtles, and Bones, receiuing to 
them by kindly vercue the menffruall blod, of which is engen⸗ 
dꝛed both fleſh e fatnes.Aad as wziters ſap, the fir ſt thing that is 
ſhapen, be the pꝛincipals: as is the Veart, I iner, and Bꝛaine. 
Foz ofthe Heart ſpꝛingeth the artiers:ofthe Liuer, the Ueypns : 
and of the Bꝛaine, the Perues: and when theſe are made, Na- 
ture waketh and ſhapeth both Baues and Griffles tokepe and 
ſaue them, as the bones of the head foꝛ the Bꝛaine: the Bꝛeaſt 
Bones, and the Kibbes, foꝛ the Heart and the Liner. And after 
theſe ſp2ingeth all other members one afcer another: and thus 
is the Childe bꝛed foꝛth in foure degrees, as thus. The fir ſk is, 
when the ſaid Sper me oz Serde is at the fir ſt as it were Pilke. 
The ſecond is, when it is turned ir om that kinde into another 


Kinde, 
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kinde, is yet but as a luwpe of Blood, and this is called of Ipo- 
cras Fettus. The third degree is, when the p2incipals be ſhapen, 
as the Yeart,Liuer,and Bꝛaine. The fourth and laſt, as when 
all the other members ber perfealy ſhapen, then it receiusththe 
Soule, with Lite and Bꝛeath, and then it beginneth to move it 
ſelfe a one. Pow in theſe foure Degrees afoꝛeſaid : in the firſt 
as Milke, it coatinneth ſeuen dayes:in the ſecond as Fettus nine 
dapes: inthe third, as a lumpe of lech engendꝛing the pꝛinci⸗ 


palls the ſpace of nine dapes:and the fourth vato the time of full 


perfection of all the whole members, is the ſpace of eightene 
dapes: So is there fire and fo2tie dayes from the day of Concep- 
tion, vnto the day of full perfection and receiuing of the Soule, 
as Go> beſt knoweth. 

Noto come againe to the Anatomie of the Maunches: 
Then come we to Longaon, otherwiſe called the taile⸗gut, 
whoſe ſubſtance is Pannicular, as ot all the other bowels: the 
length ot it is of a ſpan long, ᷑retching nigh to the Keynes, his 
nether part is called Annis, (that is to ſay)the towell:and about 
him is found two Muſcles, the one to open, the other to ſhut. Al- 
ſo there is found in him fiue Uepnes oꝛ b2anches of Uepnes, 
called Venz Emoraidales, and they haue colliganes with the 


ladder: wherefoꝛe they are partners in their grieues. 


And whenthis Longaon is raiſed vp, then pee may ſ& the 
vevaes and arteirs, and Sinewes, how they be bzanched and 
bound downe to the nether parts: the parts pzoceeding cuts 
wardly,are Didimus Peritoneum, the Parde,the Teſticles, and 
Wuttocks. And fir t, it ſhall be ſpoken of the Harde, oꝛ of mans 
generatiue members, the which dureth vnto that part that is 
called Peritoneum, the which place is from the Coddes, vnto the 
Fundament, whereupon is a ſeame. Wherefozeſaith the Phy⸗ 
loſopher, mans Parde is in the end and terme ofthe ſhare. 

The Pard is an officiall member, and the Tiller of mans ge- 
neratisn, compound, and made of Skin, Bꝛawaes, Tendons, 
Uepnes, Arteirs, Sinewes, and great Ligaments: and it hath 
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and an other foz the Uzine. And as. the Philoſophers ſay, the 
qnantitie of a common pard, is eight oz nine inches, with mea: 
farable bigaeſſe pꝛopoꝛtianed tothe quantity of the atrir. 
This member hath (as ſaith Auicen)th2e& holes,th2ough one 


path inſenũble poliſſions and winde, that cauſeth the pard to 


riſe: the other two holes is declared befoze. Aiſo the yard hath 
askinne, and about the head thereof, it is double, and that men 
tall Præputium; and this sktnne is moneable, fo2 thꝛough his 
conſecrationthe Spermatick matter is the better, and ſoner gas 
thered togither, and ſoner caſt foꝛth from the Teſtikles:foꝛ by 
hin is had the moꝛe delectation in the doing. And the foꝛemoſt 
par: of the head ofthe Pard befoze, is made of a bꝛawnie fleth, 
the which it it be once loſt, it is neuer reffozed againe, but it 
may be well skiuned, cc. 

The Coddes is a compound member, and an officiall, and 
though it be counted amongft the generatiue members, pet it is 
talled a pꝛincipall member, becauſe of generation. This Purſe 
was oꝛdained foꝛ the cuſtodie and tomfoꝛt of the Teſtikles and 
other Spermaticke veſſels: and it is alſo made oftwo parcs, of 
ths inner and of the vtter. 

The vtter is compound and made of ſkinne, and Lazartus, 
Longitudinall and Zranſuerſall;in like manner as the Pyrac. 
The inner part of the Cods is of the ſubftance of the Sifac,aud 
are inffmilitude as two pockets dzawa togither by themſelues, 
and they differ not from the Sifac: and there be two,becauſe if 
there fall any hurt to the one, che other ſhould ſerue. The Te- 
ſtikles oz ſtones bee two, made of Glandulus fleſh, oz Curnellp 
fleſh. And furthermoze, thꝛough the Didimus, commeth the Te⸗ 
ſtikles trom ths Bꝛaine, Sine woes, and from the Heart Artiers, 
and from the Liuer Uepaes, bzinging vnto them both feeling 
and ſtirring⸗ & ife, aud ſpirit, and Nutrimentall blod, and the 
moſt pureſt blood of all other members ofthe Bodie, whereof is 
made the Sparme bythe labour of the Teſtikles, the which i is 
put foꝛth in due time, as is befoze rehearſed. 

The Gropnes bee knowne: they bee che emy Junctares, oz 

purgiag 
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purging plate vntotheLiuer,andthey haue curnellyfleſhinthe 
plying oꝛ bowing of the Thighs.The Hippes haue great bꝛaw⸗ 
ny fleſh on them, e fromthence deſcend downwards, Bꝛawnes, 
Coꝛdes, and Ligaments, moning and binding together 85 
Thighes, with the Haunches themſelues. 


The Anatomieof the Thighes, Legges, 
and Feete. 


TY Legge reacheth from the Jopnt of the Thigh vato the 
extremitie of the Zoes,and J will diuide it in parts, as the 
Armes were diuided. One part is called Coxa, oꝛ Thigh, and 
that is all that is contained from the Jopnt of the Haunch vnto 
the Ante. The ſecond part is called Tibia, and that reacheth 
from the Knee to the Ankle. The third is the little fte, and that 


is from the Ankle, vnto the end of the Toes. And heere it is to 


be noted, that the thigh, leg, and ſote, are compound, and made 
as the great arme oz hand, with Skin, Fleſh, Uepnes, Arteirs, 
Sine wes, Bꝛawnes, Tendons, and Bones, wherof they are to 
be ſpoken of in o2der. 

Df the Skinne and Fleſh there is enough ſpoken of befoze. 
And as of Uepnes and Arteirs in their deſcending downwards, 
at the laſt Spondels they be diuided into two parts, whereofthe 
one part goeth into the Right thigh, and the other into the Welt: 
And wheathey tome to the thigh, they be diuided into other two 
great bꝛaunches: the one of them ſpꝛeadeth into the inner fide of 
the Leg, and the other ſpꝛeadeth into the vtter ſide, and ſo bzan- 
ching, deſtend downe to the Leg, to the Ankles, and Fete, and 
be bꝛought into foure Uspaes,which ber com nonlp vſed in let⸗ 
ting Blood, as hereafter followeth. 

Dae of them is vader the iner ankle toward the hele,called 
Soffena, E another vader the vnder ankle, called Siarica, and an 
other vader the Hamure, called Poplitica, the fourth between the 
little Toe, and next called Renalis. And it is to be noted of theſe 
konre great vepnes in the legges, of the manikold dangers that 
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might fall of them as oft it happeneth. There be many other 
bzanches which a Chirurgion nerdeth not much to paſſs vpon. 
The Sine wes ſpꝛing of the lat Spondell, and of Os Sacrum, 
and palfeth thꝛough the hole of the bone of the Hippe, and de⸗ 
ſcendeth tothe Bꝛawnes, and mwueth the Kne and the Hamme, 
and theſe deſcend dolone to the ankle, and mone the Fate, and 
the bꝛabones of the Feete mone the toes, in like manner as is 
declared in the bones of the Hand. The firſt is called Coxa, that 
is the Thigh⸗bone, and he is without a fellow, and he is full of 
Marrow, and is round at either end. The rouadnes that is at 
the vpper end, is called Vertebrum, oꝛ TWhyzlebone, and how- 
eth inwards, and is reteiued into the bore oz hole of the 
Maunch⸗ bone: and at the lower end towards the Une, there it 
hath two rounds, which be recemed into the concautties ofthe 
bone al the Legge, at the Knee, called the great Foffels. There 
is alſo at the Kne a round bone, called the une panne. Then 
followeth the Legge, wherein is two boaes, called Focile Ma- 
ior, and Focile Minor, the bigger of them paſſeth befoze, ma- 
king the ſhape of the ſhinne, and it is called the ſhiane-bone, 
and paſſzth dowae, making the inner ankle. The leſſe paſſeth 
from the Nnte backwards, deſcending downs to the viter An⸗ 
kle, and there fo2:neth that Ankle, cc. The bones of the Feete 
are fire and twentie, as thus. Firſt, next the ankle bone, is 
one called in Latine Orabaliſtus: Next vader that towards 
the Hele is one, talled Calcany: and betweens them is an other 
bone, called Os Nauculare. In the ſecond ward there be foure 
bones, called Raceti, as be in the hands. In the third and fourth 
wards be fourteene, called Digitori: and ſiue called Pectens, 
at the extremities ofthe Toes, next to the Pailes, And thus be 


there inthe Fate, ũxe and twentie bones, with the Legge from 


the ankle, to the Knee, ts in the une, and one round and flat 
bone, and in the thigh one. And thus pou ſhall finde in the whole 
Legge and Fate thirtie bones. And this ſhallſerue fo2 poung 
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all Captaines and Souldiers that

by Land. 


Here are the infirmities that offend the

Auperiall: And the oꝛder to vſe them is thus, When any hath 
a Feuer o2 Fluxe, then pꝛeſently when the Diſeaſe begianeth, 
lethim Blod in one of the two Ueynes vader the tongue, cut⸗ 
ting it ouerthwart, and this thou ſhalt doe in the Euening: 
then the next moꝛning, take a doze of pour Imperiall powder 
mixt with Wine, and this vou may doe without any Dyet, 02 
ſtraight oꝛder: that being done, giue him three moꝛnings to⸗ 
gether halle an ounce of our Quinteſſence ſoluttue, with 
Bꝛoth: but if it bx a Fluxe, and that the Patient is not cured, 
let him tand in a cold Bath of ſalt water of the Sea, thre 03 


faure hour es oꝛ moe, and he thall be per ſecly halpe 


Then as concerning Wigunds,as well Cuts as chzuſes, and 
as well Gawling with Arrowes, as Hargubuſh ſhat,aad other 
ſoꝛts, thou ſhal: cure chem thus. he firſt thing that thau ſhalt 
dae to them, is, to waſh them very cleane with Wiae, aud then 
dꝛie then well, then put therein our Quintellence of Tine, 
and pꝛeſeatly topne che par:s together, and ſowe oz ſtitch =_ 
clale,

tloſe, then put thereupon ue oz fire dzops of our Balſamo, and 
vpon the wound lay a cloth wet in dur Magno Licore as hote as 


pte may ſuffer it, and this pte ſhall do the firſt day: then the next 
day follow this oꝛder. Firft put thereon our Quinteſſence, and 


alittle ef our Balſamo,and then dur Magno Licorie very hate, 


and neuer change that medicine. And this done, the wound ſhall 
be whole with great ſperd, and in a quarter of the time that the 
common Chiturg ions is ableto doe it, by the grace af God. 


| What Woundes are. 
V 7 Dunds are theſe, which in Latine are called Vuluus, 


0 of the bulgar Vulner, and thep are of two kindes, that 
Wes and compound: the ſimple arethoſe, that are ouelp in 


th: the compound are thoſe where are cut Sinewes, 
es,Pulcles and bones; and theſe are of divers and ſundzy 
kindes, and the difference that is among them, is by the varietie 
of the place where they are wounded, and by the difference of 
the weapon where with they were hurt. Foꝛ ſome go right, ſome 
- ouerthwart, that offend diuers places of the body: the fimple 

are offmall impozcance,ifthep keepe them cleane and cloſe ſhut, 
Nature willheale them, without any kinde of medicine: but 
thoſe where beynes are tut, had neeve of ſome Art oz Pꝛactice, 
with the which they mult ſtop the blod, and in any wiſe not to 
fuffer the wound to remaine open, but to ſowe it vp very cloſe, 
ſo that the veyne map heale, and thoſe where ſinewes are hurt 
are of great impoꝛtance, and would be healed with great ſpeed, 
ſo the ſinewes may ioyne with moze eaſe. But thoſe where 
bones are hurt, are of great impoztance, foz if the bone be ſe⸗ 
paraced from ths other, of necefſitie it muſt be taken fo2th be⸗ 
foze the wound be healed: ſo that by this meanes enery one 
may know what wounds are and their kindes. 
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A rate fecrer, the which this Author did ſend to a very friend 
of his being inthe Warres : the which helpeth all wounds, 
either by Cut, Thruſt, galling with Arrowes, or Hargubuſh- 
ſhot, or other iſe. 


1 firſt thing that per ſhall doe, is to wach the Mounds ve⸗ 
' A ry cleane with Uzine, and then dꝛie it very well: thenput 
therein Nuintefſence ol Mine, and pꝛeſently ioyne the parts 
cloſe together, and ſtitch oꝛ ſowe them well; but in any wiſe 
(owe nothing but the Skinne: fo2 otherwiſe it will cauſe great 
paiae : then put thereon ſiue oꝛ fixe dꝛops of sur Balſamo, any 
vpon the Wound lay a cloth wet in our Mag"o Licore, as hot 
us they caaſuffer it, and this do the firſt day. Then the next day 
follow this oꝛder . Firſt put thereon our Quinteſſente, and then 
A little of our 3allamo: and then annoint it very well with our 
Magno Licore, ashette as it may beſuffered ; Neuer changing 
this Medicine vntill it be whole.

common Phiſictians and Chirurgions, are counted 


VV Poms of the Head with fracture ot the Bone, of the 
difficile to bee healed, becauſe thereunto belongeth 


great Art oꝛ Cunuing: Foz they open the Fleth, and raiſe the 


Bone, with many other things, of which J count it ſuperfluous 
to entreat of, becauſe that many be holpen without them. Foz 
alwaves when the Phyſitians oz Chirurgions doe offend the 
Mound fo: alteration 82 co2ruption, Nature it ſelfe will wozk 
bery well, and heale if without any aide. But with our Medi⸗ 
cines they may be holpen with much moꝛe ſperd, betauſe they let 
the alteration, and defendeth them from Putrifaction, and mit⸗ 
tigateth the paine. And the oꝛder to cure thoſe kindes of wounds 
are thus. The firff thing that is to be done in thoſe Wounds, 
is tu ioyne the parts cloſe together, and dꝛeſſe them vpon the 

Y wound 
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wound with our Oleum Benedictum, and bpon the Ople lay 
cloathes wet in our Magno Licore, as hot as pou can ſuffer it: 
And ſo with theſe Kemedies thou ſhalt helpe them quickly: be⸗ 


cauſe our Oleo Benedicto taketh away the paine, and kepeth 
it from putrifaction and erepoſueth. Dur Magno Licore dige- 


ffeth, mundifieth, and incarnateth and healeth. And therefoze 


this is the beſt medicine that can be vſed in theſe wounds. 
Foꝛ hereof J haue had an infinite of experiences, the which 


hach been counted myꝛacles: and therefoze I haue let the woꝛld 


to vnderſtand thereof, that they map helpe themlelues if n&de 
ſhall ſerue. 


Of Woundes in the Head, where the Bone 
is not offended. 


V Ounds in the Head, where the Bone is not hurt, are 

not of ſo much impoꝛtance, but are eaſily to be holpen: 
fo2 you ſhall doe nothing, but tokepe it from putrifaction, and 
defend it from inflamation, which are eaſie to be done, and ſo 
Nature will wozke well with great fped. To ke&pe the wound 
from putrifaction, you muſt annoint it round about with our 
Oleum Philoſophorum, Deterebinthina, & Sera. And to kepe 
it from inflanation., pou ſhall waſh it with our Quinteſſence, 
and vpon the wound d2effe it with our Magno Licore: thus do- 
ing, thy ture ſhail p2oſpex happily, and ſhall not neede to take

quantitp of humoꝛs, and in the Legges are certaine places 
deadlp (as men ſap) as the hinder part of the calfe of the Leg, 
andthe middle ofthe inner part ofthe thigh, the ankle, and the 
fate, are all plates troubleſome and curious to heale wheathey 
are wouuded, and therefoꝛe to heale them acco2ding to the man⸗ 
ner ofthe Aacients, it were great trouble to the Chirurgion:
